It has been 
mated that this widespread approach would 
cost today's taxpayers UuU> Ulk b ili m il du ll i US 
merely to pay tor the limited care the eideily 
now over 65 would need during the lest Ol 
their lives. 



Who would be eligible? 

Those over 65 who need care and cannot pay 
for it would be eligible.. The lower the income, 
the more financial help an elderly person 
would receive. People over 65 would qualify— 
before illness strikes— merely by submitting a 
simple statement of income- similar to that 
given by a person when opening a department 
store charge account.
